‘This body shall be called The General Congregational As- 

scciation of Southern California. 
ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT. 

The object of this Association shall be to promote fellowship 
and co- operation in Christian work among the Congregational 
Churches in that part of California south of the north line of 
San Luis Obispo, Kern and San Bernardino counties, and with 
other Christian bodies. 

It shall in no circumstancés exercise ecclesiastical authority, 
whether legislative or judicial, over the churches. 


AR TIGEE TL. 
MEMBERSHIP. 
The membership of this Association shall consist of the 
ministers and churches in connection with the several local 
Associations of Congregational Churches within its limits. 


ARTICLE IV. 
REPRESENTATION. 
Each church shall be entitled to representation by two dele- 
gates ARTICLE V.

ARTICLE VIII. 
AMENDMENTS. 
This Constitution shall not be altered except by a vote of 
two-thirds, at a regular meeting, and after due notice of the 
proposed alteration or amendment at a previous meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


1. Organization. 

At the annual meeting the Registrar, or, in his absence the 
Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, shall call the 
Association to order. He shall receive the credentials and make 
up the roll of members. A Moderator, Assistant Moderator and _ 
a Scribe shall then be elected. 

2. Order of Business. 

The Association shall be opened by the reading of the Scrip- 

tures and prayer by the Moderator. 


Appointment of Committees for the current session, viz: 
Committee on Nominations, Committee on Business and Reso- 
lutions. : 

Reports—From delegates to other bodies. From delegates 
to this body. From the Treasurer. From Committees. 

Election of Registrar, Statistical Secretary, and of Preacher 
and substitute for the next meeting, by ballot. ; 

Appointment of Permanent Committees, viz: On Home Mis- 
sions; on Foreign Missions; on Sunday Schools; on Education; 
on Temperance; on Arrangements for the Next Meeting; on 
Publication; on Interdenominational Comity; on Lord’s Day 
Observance. General and Miscellaneous Business. 


3. Committees. 

It shall be the duty of the Permanent Committees to fulfill 
in their several departments the work of the Association through- 
out the year for which they are appointed, collecting and diffus- 
ing information, giving impetus and direction to the work, and 
reporting at the annual meeting facts gathered, work done, re- 
sults realized, also needs unsupplied and plans for future work. 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar to notify the Chairman 
of every permanent Committee of his appointment, and to report 
be the duty of each chairman to call a meeting of his Committee 
to him the names of the members of his Committee; and it shall 
before the adjournment of the Association, and to secure, if pos- 
sible, the participation of all its members in the Committee’s 
work. 

The Committee on Home Missions shall consist of nine 
members, to be so elected that the term of office of three mem- 
bers shall expire each year. 

It shall be one part of the duty of the Business Committee 
to audit the report of the Treasurer. 

‘The appointment of delegates to represent this Association 
m meetings of corresponding bodies when not made directly by

4... Annual Dues. 

Annual dues shall be paid to this Association by the churches 
belonging to it, at the rate of five cents per member on their 
membership as numbered in the Year-Book of the same year, 
and it shall be the duty of the churches to send these dues by 
their delegates to each annual meeting of the Association. 


5. The Lord’s Supper. 
The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper shall be administered 
at each annual meeting of the Association, and with it an offer- 
ing shall be made for the Congregational Ministers’ Relief 
Association. 6. Amendments. 
The By-Laws may be suspended at any time by a unanimous 


vote, or altered or amended by a vote of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present.

The report of the Nominating Committee was presented and 
adopted (save that the report was referred back to the com- 
mittee to make another nomination for chairmanship of the 
Evangelistic Committee, Mr. Maile desiring ‘not to be ap- 
pointed). 

Association voted to hold a “Retreat” on Thursday morning 
at 9 o'clock, following adjournment of Association. 


It was voted to incorporate the State Co-operating Home 
Missionary Society, with object as indicated in Article Il. of 
the proposed Constitution, viz: 


“The object of this Society shall be to promote the organ- 
ization of Congregational Churches of Christ within the terri- 
tory of the General Association of Congregational Churches of 
Southern California; to aid such churches as require assistance 
in the support of their ministry, and to do general evangelistic 
work.” 

It was voted that the Constitution which had been presented 
as basis for the organization of a Home Missionary Society be: 
adopted, and that a committee be appointed to harmonize certain. 
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inconsistencies of detail. Committee was constituted as follows: 
Rev. F. J. Culver, Mr. E. F. Hahn, Rev. J. L. Maile. 


It was voted to appoint a committee of three looking toward 
the formation of a Congregational Christian Endeavor Union 
of Southern California. This committee (appointed later in the 
session) to consist of Revs. W. H. Day, S. G. Emerson, A. W. 
Palmer. 

After the hymn, “Come, Holy Ghost, my soul inspire,” the 
Association listened to an address by Rev. Albert W. Palmer on 
the theme, “The Duty of the Church toward the Sunday School.” 


By vote, ten minutes were devoted to the discussion of the 
subject. The Moderator called the Assistant Moderator, Mr. 
‘Chas. E. Harwood, to the chair. 

The discussion of the paper on the Sunday School was par- 
ticipated in by Revs. W. H. Day, F. S. Forbes, D. D. Hill and 
E.R. Fuller. 

A paper was presented by Rev. W. W. Ferrier, editor of 
“The Pacific,” on the theme, “The Influence and Distribution of 
Religious Literature.” 

Rev. Warren F. Day spoke briefly in commendation of “The 
Pacific.” It was voted to request Mr. Ferrier to publish his 
paper in pamphlet form for distribution among the membership 
of the churches. 

Voted that Mr. Palmer’s paper on the Sunday School be 
given to “The Pacific’ for publication.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, SEPT, 27. 


Moderator presiding. The committee appointed at the morn- 
ing session to harmonize details of proposed Constitution for 
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Home Missionary Society presented its report through Mr. E. F. 
Hahn. Report was adopted. 


It was voted to reconsider the action of the morning ses- 
sion by which the Constitution was adopted. The motion to 
adopt the Constitution being then before the Association, by 
vote the motion was laid upon the table. 


Rev. Messrs. W. H. Day, J. H. Williams and William Da- 
vies were elected as members of the Home Missionary Committee 
to fill vacancies occurring at this time (to serve three years, or 
until State Co-operating Society is formed). 


It was voted to appoint W. H. Day, J. H. Williams, William 
Davies, Clarence T. Brown, M. D. Painter, W..C. Merrill, Geo. 
E. Soper, S. H. Herrick and F. J. Culver as the nine directors 
to apply for incorporation of the State Co-operative Home Mis- 
sionary Society as provided for in report of the Committee on 
the Constitution, which reported at opening of present session. 


It was voted that Rev. S. G. Emerson be made chairman of 
the Evangelistic Committee appointed at the morning session. 


The following Standing Committees reported as follows: 

Waived report in order to 
afford more time for report of Committee on Reception of Church 
Members. 

Sunday School.—Rev. William Davies.

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NARRATIVE OF THE CHURCHES 
By Rev. W. N. Burr. ~ 
GS 
I have in my study a copy of printed minutes of every meet- 
ing of the General Association of Congregational Churches of 


Southern California, except those of the first two years, 1887 
and 1888. 


Of course it is understood that Southern California had 
Congregational Churches belonging to an Association before the 
year 1887, but that was the year in which the “General Associa- 
tion of Southern California” was born, when the Southland 
Churches lovingly left their parental roof and set up housekeep- 
ing for themselves. 
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The third annual meeting of this Association, in 1889, the 
printed minutes of which are the oldest in my possession, was 
held here in Pasadena, in what was called in those days “The 
First Congregational Church of Pasadena.” We meet today in a 
building bearing the same name, but some of us who are now 
numbered among the patriarchs realize that this is not the same 
building in which we met sixteen years ago. Evidently there 
has been something doing during these years in our Congrega- 
tional work in this city. Sixteen years ago, Pasadena had two 
Congregational Churches, now it has four; and we all rejoice. 


And sixteen years ago all Southern California reported 
forty-seven Congregational Churches; now the records show 
eighty-one Churches. 


About a month ago I sent a blank to each of our eighty- 
one Churches, seeking for material for this annual “Narrative.” 
I have received replies from fifty-seven Churches. I feel a lit- 
tle hurt that the other twenty-four Churches were not heard 
from, or that about half a dozen more of them did not reply, 
because I find that Brother Emerson, who wrote the Narrative 
last year, came out two ahead of me. He wrote to the same num- 
ber of Churches—eighty-one—and received replies from fifty- 
nine, while I have only fifty-seven. I have no doubt he joins me 
in the hope that the Narrative writer next year may succeed in 
securing replies from Churches the number of which shall over- 
run the fifties and at least get somewhere into the sixties. 


Each Church was asked to report concerning (I) its numeri- 
cal growth. Thirty-nine Churches report additions during the year, 
ranging from “Just.one new member received since last Associa- 
tion meeting” to “Three hundred and eleven additions with net 
growth of two hundred and fifty-four.” Eight Churches report 
“No additions;” two, “Just holding our own;” three, “Re- 
movals and deaths equaled additions;” one, “Marked Decline ;” 
four, “Slight Loss.” In most of the larger towns and cities 
nearly every Church has increased its membership. Those re- 
porting the largest additions are: Los Angeles First, 311; Red- 
lands, 98; Pomona, 81; Pasadena Lake Avenue, 68; Long Beach 
Plymouth, 67; Vernon, 66. Some of the larger Churches did 
not report the entire number of accessions, but there has been 
an encouraging growth in all of them. Whittier, Highland, 
Central Avenue, Olivet and Los Angeles lead in numbers under 
fifty. We all rejoice with those ministers and Churches who 
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have been encouraged with visible fruits of their labors, and may 
God bless in His own rich way those who have toiled all the 
year bravely and courageously in fields that yield sparingly. 


II. Pastoral Changes. Redlands and First Church Pasa- 
dena, have each added an Assistant Pastor to the pastoral force, 
Rey. Albert W. Palmer serving at Redlands, and Rev. Otto 
Anderson at First Church, Pasadena. 

Eagle Rock—Rev. Otto L. Anderson, resigned; successor, 
Rey. F. A. Field. 

San Diego Second—Rev. H. M. Lyman, resigned; successor, 
Rev. E. E. P. Abbott.

Exactly the same number of pastoral changes that were noted 
in the Narrative one year ago. 


III. Sunday School Work. The reports indicate that our 
Churches are getting wider awake all the time to the importance 
of the Sunday School as a Bible School for all ages and classes 
and conditions of people. The time draws on when it will be- 
come easy for one who is in the Church to feel himself an odd 
one if he is not a regular attendant upon the Bible School, unless 
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kept away by sickness, or infirmity, or some equally reasonahle 
reason for not being there. The Sunday School is no longer 
“Sunday Schooling;” it is growing in dignity and power and 
wisdom, and our Southern California Schools are falling into 
line with those of other denominations—though we shall never 
be among those who are in the lead until we give more time 
in our Association meetings to the Sunday School work. But 
we are moving along. 

Bakersfield reports: “More careful grading, regular weekly 
teachers’ meeting, normal class; also substitute teachers’ class, 
and classes in Mission study and Church history.” 


Los Angeles First School is working under a system of care- 
ful grading. 

Ventura has for two years had the help of an orchestra of 
ten pieces. 

Central Avenue, Los Angeles, reports: “Although five new 
Sunday Schools have been established in our midst, our School 
is still holding its own. The interest in the School is as intense 
as ever. 


Lake Avenue, Pasadena: “A ‘Bible Drill’ accupying seven 
or eight minutes, and our ‘Sunshine Choir,’ made up of little 
girls, are two of the recent features.” 


San Diego First: “Home department recently organized. 
School being graded.” 


Ontario and Corona have found that organization of some 
of the classes increases esprit de corps, stimulates interest and 
increases attendance.” 

Whittier has a well attended teachers’ meeting every Monday 
evening. 

Buena Park: “Our School has more than doubled its mem- 
bership.” 

“The Bible School is the sheet anchor of the ship at Men- 
tone,’ writes Pastor Robertson. 


Avalon reports: “No better Primary Department in South- 
ern California. School thoroughly graded, using mostly the 
Blakeslee lessons. Pastor’s Young People’s Class (Forbush’s 
Illuminated Lessons), a real success.” 


San Jacinto Sunday School supports an orphan in India, and 
also contributes to other mission work. 


Redlands: “The assistant pastor has assumed care of Sun- 
day School, which he has thoroughly organized. 
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IV. Young People’s Work. Southern California Congre- 
gationalists are very loyal to the Christian Endeavor Society. lf 
the 1907 International Convention does not come to Los An- 
geles, it will not be our fault, for if we have any pastors now 
who are not in full sympathy with the Endeavor movement, they 
are keeping quiet about it. 


But the Christian Endeavor Society does not cover all our 
“Young People’s” work. 


Redlands reports: “A C. E. Society which has increased 
in interest and work; a Mission Band; the banner Cradle Roll 
of the state, and a flourishing Young Woman’s Society.” 


Avalon's work is among boys and girls, as the young people 
when they reach their High School age leave the island. The 
Girls’ Guild has held to good and worthy’ Endeavor, and the 
Boys’ Round Table (Knights of King Arthur) is still a most 
successful way for holding the boys to the Church, and helping 
them to that which is chivalrous. 


Sherman has a C. E. Society, Loyal Temperance Legion and 
boys’ and girls’ prayer bands. 


Ontario has a C. E. Society, in which missionary interest 
is above the average; also “Knights of the Round Table” for 
boys, over which the pastor waxes enthusiastic. 


Lake Avenue, Pasadena, has three C. E. Societies, ard these 
Societies support a missionary in China. . 


Central Avenue, Los Angeles, has a Senior C. E. Society, 
that has increased its membership 30 per cent. during the year, 
and with a present membership of fifty-five is doing exceptionally 
good worck. 


Pomona reports: “A large and flourishing C. E. Society, 
the delight of the pastor; and a fine Junior Society.” 


Corona has an Endeavor Society of about forty members, 
who are full of Endeavor enthusiasm twelve months in the year, 
and it is leading them closer to the heart of the C. E. motto, 
“For Christ and the Church.” 


Plymouth, Los Angeles: “Small, but excellent C. E.; every 
active member a worker; splendid help to pastor.” 


The young people of Olivet Church, Los Angeles, assist in 
Chinese mission, and contribute over $30.00 for Sailors’ Bethel 
at San Pedro. 
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Los Angeles First: “Special growth in systematic benev- 
olence.” 

Highland reports: “Good growth this year—over thirty 
added to the membership of C. E. Society.” 


The Bakersfield pastor says of his C. E. Society: “A strong 
help, thorough work and active co-operation in all that is for 
Christ and the Church. It makes one hustle to lead them in- 
stead of being led.” 


V. Material Improvements. Under this head the Churches 
have reported as follows: 


Sherman: “Parsonage which was incomplete a year ago has 
been nearly finished. Four dozen chairs put in Church.” 


Park, Los Angeles: “A new Church planned.” 

Buena Park: “New organ, $250.00. 

Bethel, San Bernardino: “Electric lights.” 

Compton: “Church repapered and new carpet.” 

Avalon: “$3000 for Rebuilding Fund, work to begin soon.” 

Lemon Grove has paid the last doJlar on parsonage loan. 

Paso Robles: “$75.00, electric lights.” 

Panama: “Parsonage $1000.” 

Villa Park: “Parsonage enlarged and improved.” 

San Jacinto: “Electric lights.” 

Calexico: “tChurch 30x40, cost about $1000; only Church 
building within eighteen miles.” 


Highland: “New Church building completed; total cost, 
including furnishings, $7,800; all paid for.” 


Plymouth, Long Beach: “Mission style chapel, 28x70, com- 
pletely furnished; cost $2000.” 

Olivet, Los Angeles: “New piano, individual communion 
set, and $400.00 worth of street paving and sidewalks.” 

Corona: “New S. S. rooms with furnishings, about $700.00.” 

Pomona: “Fine new parsonage.” 

Riverside: “New parsonage planned, but still on paper.” 


Central Avenue, Los Angeles: ‘New Church being built, 
auditorium sox60. When this is completed the entire Church 
plant will possess a value of about $14,000.00.” 


Lake Avenue, Pasadena: “Completed new Church at a cost 
of $10,000.00. Painted parsonage.” 
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San Diego First: “New piano; Sunday School class rooms 
newly decorated and carpeted.” 


Bethlehem, Los Angeles, spreads in so many ways it is diffi- 
cult to know wnat to place under the head of material improve- 
ments. The management of the Stimson Lafayette Industrial 
School was recently turned over to Bethlehem, and the build- 
ing becomes a center for Bethlehem’s foreign work. 


VI. Interest in Missionary Work, Home and Foreign. We 
would not be Congregationalists if we were not earnestly press- 
ing the affairs of the Kingdom into the needy and un-evangelized 
portions of the earth. So if there seems to be any lack of inter- 
est in our missionary work among any of our Churches, it must 
be due to the fact that our Congregational Churches on this 
coast have in them a host of fine people who have been Con- 
gregationalists only a short time, and have not yet caught the 
vision of Kingdom extension that is revealed to a born Congre- 
gationalist about as soon as he is able to catch any sort of vision. 
It must be remembered that a part of our missionary work in 
Southern California fs to make Congregationalists out of a mixed 
multitude, a choice lot of people, whose only fault is that they 
were not born Congregationalists; and it takes some little time 
to bring them up to our standards, to get them where they will 
catch the thrill that tingles all over a Congregationalist to the 
manner born, at the mere mention of the words, “American 
Board.” We have a lot of fine folks in a good many of our 
Churches to whom the words, “American Board” still suggest 
a slab cut from a redwood log or a piece of Oregon pine. It is 
not their fault—they were not fed on “American Board” when 
they were children, as were some of the rest of us. Why, if 
every man and woman: now-numbered im the miembership of our 
Pacific Coast Congregational Churches was a “born Congrega- 
tionalist,’ we would have had so much money for our foreign 
work that Mr. Rockefeller might have kept his dollars, for all 
any of us would have cared, and Southern California would have 
assumed Home Missionary self-support long ago—of course, be- 
cause the missionary fires burn deep in the hearts of people 
who have had the Congregational training all their lives. 


Now, all this is not to say that Congregationalists are 
shoulder to shoulder with the Moravians in missionary zeal and 
enthusiasm, and that all other denominations are so far behind 
that they hardly count at all; but it is just one way of calling 
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attention to the fact that no small amount of missionary interest 
is manifested by people in our Congregational Churches in South- 
ern California that does not get on our books because there are 
a good many grand, good people in our Churches who are not 
yet grand, good Congregationalists, and they are so large-hearted 
and good that any need under the sun appeals to them. No 
man can report the “Interest in Missionary Work, Home and 
Foreign,” which is really manifested by our Southern California 
Churches, even with reports from 57 of these Churches before 
him, because there is a great deal more of it than appears. 


But some of it “appears.” One Church reports under this 
head as follows: “We have sewed for a poor family and helped 
them in a long siege of typhoid fever. We are interested in 
a teacher in China, and shall vote to send money next week, 
probably $5.00, which we have in the treasury.” God bless the 
work of that church. They have done what they could, no doubt. 


On the whole, the reports indicate a decided increase in in- 
terest in our Missionary work. The men of the First Church, 
Los Angeles, are supporting both a Home Missionary pastor 
and a Foreign Missionary pastor, and the interest in the Church 
generally is on the increase. Ontario’s Foreign Missionary offer- 
ing for the year 1904 averaged $4.30 per resident member. A 
good interest, too, in Home Missions in that Church. Central 
Avenue, Los Angeles, has received a legacy of $50.00 which they 
propose to give to Missions. Highland reports that “notwith- 
standing the drain on the people in paying for the new Church, 
the interest in Missions has been maintained. A little more was 
given for both Home and Foreign Missions the past year than 
the year before.” Many of the Churches are making the effort 
to contribute $1.co per member to the Home work. The tide 
is rising. a little in nearly all of the Churches. 


VII. Spiritual Growth and Outlook. Probably the pastor 
of the Ventura Church voices the message that might be sent 
by quite a number of our Churches when he says: “The work 
of Messrs. Pope and Newton left a decidedly good effect. It 
appears to me that the spiritual condition of the Church is the 
best since I have known it.” Several of the Churches report: 
“Prayer-meetings exceptionally good.” Olivet, Los Angeles, 
maintains a Monday night Men's Prayer-meeting, and a Tuesday 
afternoon Ladies’ Prayer Circle, in which a deep and growing 
spiritual life is manifested.” Quite a number of the Churches 
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report, under this head, in one word, such as “Hopeful,” “En- 
couraging,” “Promising.” On the other hand, there are a num- 
ber of voices that speak from the darker side. One pastor says: 
“The atmosphere in our prayer-meetings and general services 
would seem to indicate a fair measure of spiritual interest, but 
the Sabbath desecration, especially during the summer months, 
points the other way. Yet there are a few who walk worthily.” 
Those Churches that were brought in touch with the Pope meet- 
ings and with the Chapman meetings usually report a spiritual 
uplift, and one that abides. On the whole, the past year has 
brought our Churches forward in spiritual life, and the outlook 
is full of cheer. 


A note received from the Superintendent of Home Missions 
informs me of two new Churches that have been organized 
during the year. He says: “The Churches organized the past 
twelve months are at Oil Center, Kern County, near Bakersfield, 
20 members; Rev. Charles M. DeBois, pastor. This Church 
was organized by council in January. Also on June 2cth, at 
Kern, a Church was organized by council, with 14 membe.s; 
Rev. A. A. Doyle, pastor. This will make 83 Churches on our 
Year Book list. 


“The Holy Spirit has been with us during the year, and 
development and victory have rewarded the service of Christ’s 
people.” So wrote one of our pastors, and the words seem to 
indicate the trend of the life and work of our Churches in general 
during the months that have passed since our last Association 
meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INCORPORA- 
TION OF THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


Your Committee appointed at the morning session for the 
purpose of considering the matter of incorporating an Associa- 
tion to have charge of the Home Missionary work in Southern 
California, beg leave to submit the following report: 


The plan as suggested and outlined during the morning 
session, in view of the requirements of the laws of this State, 
your Committee finds to be impracticable. We would therefore 
propose the following plan: That the General Association, as 
heretofore, continue to consider all matters relating to the Home 
Missionary Work in Southern California, and adopt and make 
at the annual meeting of the Association such recommendations 
with respect to the Home Missionary work as have heretofore 
been customary; that a corporation be formed to be composed 
of nine members and nine directors; that the names of nine 
persons be suggested at this time, which persons shall proceed 
to form this corporation, and hereafter the members and. directors 
of this corporation will be elected upon recommendation from 
the Association at its annual meeting. This corporation will 
then formally perform such acts as are required by law in the 
conduct of the business affairs of Home Missionary work in 
Southern California. Whenever in this work, as planned by the 
General Association, it becomes necessary for some action on the 
part of the legally constructed Board of Directors, such Board 
will perform such acts upon recommendation of this body. 


This plan we feel will provide the legal status which is 
desired for the purpose of receiving gifts and bequests, and will 
also retain that co-operation and participation on the part of 
the Churches through their representatives in the annual meet- 
ing in all of the Home Missionary work in Southern California.

Of the thirty-six self-supporting Churches, thirty-one have 
received aid through the Home Missionary Society, indicating 
that our Church life begins its flow largely through this channel. 
It should be said that these Churches assisted in the past have 
eiven into our Church benevolences many times over the total 
of what they received. 


Let it be clearly understood that Home Missionary work 
stands for helping young or weaker Churches to meet expenses; 
also to gather and organize Church membership on new fields. 
More than one-half of our Churches receiving aid are the only 
religious organizations in the community. In the instances where 
a Church of another denomination is in the vicinity with us, we 
usually have a constituency not only close at hand, but also 
scattered in the surrounding district. Our clearly defined pur- 
pose is not to locate a Church organization where it is not 
needed. 


Our Home Missionary work in Southern California has now 
reached a stage in which radical readjustment is required with- 
out delay. Since our beginning in 1866 generous financial assist- 
ance has been given us annually through the Home Missionary 
Society of New York. Within the 39 years probably $275,000 
of help from outside the State has been poured with Christian 
liberality into our work. This reinforcement has been gen- 
uinely needed and therefore is justified 


While the unrivaled climate of this part of the great State 
of California is not only -an attraction but also a necessity to 
thousands of its inhabitants, the hardships of pioneer days are 
as real here as elsewhere. 


But we are stronger today than heretofore; our touch of 


hands and hearts is firmer, and our numbers and resources are 
increased, 
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Meanwhile our generous friends in the interior and in the 
East have great necessities of their own. Commonwealths are 
filling up with immigrants, many of them non-English speaking. 
These must be Christianized by Churches near at hand; Home 
Missionary pastors must be multiplied in the region from whence 
our largest help has come. 


And for ourselves we dare not forfeit the moral and spiritual 
gain which comes from self-denying, heroic endeavor. We may 
welcome the obligations and burdens which, pressing urgently, 
bear us not downward but upward to the level of earnest, heart- 
felt prayer and corresponding action. We need the stimulus 
of our full responsibility. Henceforth we must do for ourselves 
what others have been generously doing for us. In other words, 
we must in the near future assume full State self-support. 


Our State Board of Home Missions and the General Asso- 
ciation of Churches and Ministers are agreed that by April 1, 
1908, we shall be raising within our own borders the money 
necessary to effectively carry on the work and to provide for a 
due degree of expansion. 


The following schedule indicates the steps that are before 
us:

We are well able to make the advance here indicated. The 
achievement of this result will be greatly promoted by observing 
the following particulars: 

1. When forwarding contributions for “Home Missions” 
be sure to designate them as such, and let all gifts be recorded 
by the Church Treasurer, who can issue his check to the donors 
for them to send on if they wish to do so. 


Of $7,344 reported in the Year Book of 1905, as given by 
our Southern California Churches for Home Missions, but $4,545 
reached the treasury of the Home Missionary Society, which is 
the channel through which we aid our Home Missionary pastor- 
ates. 

The world around us abounds with appealing necessities, 
and solicitation for these is made with more expectation to Chris- 
tian people than to any other class of citizens.. “Freely have ye 
received; freely give,” but to whom? 
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Surely otir thoughts and energies should be directed to 
the upbuilding of _ the household of our own faith 
as an agency for the doing the works of Christ, especially to 
Home Missions, through which more than four-fifths of our 
Churches have been gathered and organized. Let every one of 
our benevolent societies have the precedence of our gifts over 
miscellaneous objects. 


2. As Churches we have been perhaps depending upon the 
taking of but one Home Missionary offering per year. The 
exigencies of bad weather, visiting friends on the day of the col- 
lection, inconvenience of the necessary self-denial, these and 
numerous other subtractions may have brought down to the low 
point of comparative failure the performance of our necessary 
part. Is not some Home Missionary pastor, to a degree, your 
associate pastor? You would not think of allowing the salary 
of your own beloved minister to drift along in that way. At 
the best the Home Missionary leader is promised his part of 
the stipend that comes through the Home Missionary treasury 
but once in three months. Sometimes this period is painfully 
prolonged into four and five months. To whom shall this man 
and his burden-bearing wife complain? Perhaps to the Secre- 
taries at New York. Beyond a courteous inquiry as to pros- 
pects of a draft arriving, they considerately say nothing to the 
Superintendent, knowing that he does not control the situation. 
Nor can they lay the burden over upon their own people for 
the little church in the persons of its individual members has 
undertaken to raise as large a sum as their resources will permit. 


So this Missionary pastor and his wife may tell their per- 
plexities to the Heavenly Father only. And His reply to us may 
be, “Inasmuch as ye did it not (promptly) to one of ... these, 
ye did it not to me.” 


During the year Bethlehem and Third of Los Angeles came 
to. self-support, also Sierra Madre. Churches have been organ- 
ized at Kern and Oil Center. Preaching services have been es- 
tablished at Dolgeville and East Hollywood, and Manhattan is 
moving for Church organization and a Church edifice. Calexico 
has built an attractive house of worship, and Avalon is trans- 
forming its meeting-house into a modern, up-to-date Church at 
a cost of about $3,000. Oil Center has built a parsonage. | 


Of changes in the Home Missionary pastorates we note the 
following: 


a 
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Rey. J. E. Duff leaves Alpine and Dehesa for Oleander. 
Rev. Wm. T. Seeley of Bethel and Bloomington returns to 
Towa and is succeeded by Rev. James Oakey of Minnesota. 
Rev. O. L. Corbin goes from Buena Park to Perris, where he 
succeeds Rey. G. F. Mathes, who is called to Escondido. 


Rev. A. W. Thompson goes from Calexico to Panama and 
is succeeded by Rey. R. L. Glasby. Rev. Otto Anderson drops 
Eagle Rock, continues at La Cafiada, and also is assistant pastor 
at First Church, Pasadena. At the former place Rev. F. A. 
Field is minister and is followed at Third Church by Rev. 
J. B. Holley. Rev. D. Lloyd Jenkins is succeeded at West End 
by Rev. J. M. Johnson of Texas. Central Avenue re-locates, 
re-builds and is re-named “Salem.” Trinity calls Rev. Geo. 
Robertson of Mentone, but will be supplied several months by 
Rey. Thos. Hendry. 


Rev. F. S. Forbes gave Sunday afternoon preaching at East 
Hollywood in a tent during the summer, and Rev. Franklin 
Baker of Eureka takes up the work as pastor. The Lemon 
Grove field was supplied during the summer by Mr. Lucius C. 
Porter of Yale and is succeeded by a former pastor, Rev. A. E. 
Bradstreet. Mr. J. H. Lash of Union Theological Seminary is 
acting pastor at Rialto. Rev. N. Kingsbury returns to Tennessee 
from San Jacinto and Little Lake, and is succeeded by Rev. O. 
FE. Thayer: 


At Oil Center Rev. C. H. De Bois is pastor and Rev. A. A. 
Doyle is in charge of the Church at Kern. Los Alamitos is sup- 
plied by Rev. M. D. Reid of Norwalk. 


Under the lead of Rev. Geo. N. Musgrove, Redondo builds 
a parsonage, and Manhattan moves for a Church edifice. Rev. 
H. M. Lyman closes a good work with Second Church at San 
Diego, which is re-named “Logan Heights,’ and is served by 
Rev. E. E. P. Abbott. Poway hopes to obtain a minister and 
is planning to build a Church edifice. Rev. Thos. A. Stubbins 
goes from Redondo to newspaper publishing at Murfresboro, 
Tenn., and Rev. W. H. Stubbins leaves Sierra Madre for Clif- 
ton, Ill., and is succeeded by Rev. James M. Campbell from 
Lombard, same State. 


Owing to our climatic attractions, many ministers make ap- 
plication for a pastorate in Southern California. These re- 
quests come from nearly every State in the Union. From such 
an ample resource it would seem that our Churches might be 
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ideally supplied with pastors. But limitations intervene. Our 
Churches hesitate to take the responsibility of asking men not 
seen or heard by them to take a journey from a long distance 
as a candidate, 

What the Churches cannot wisely do in this respect, the 
Superintendent cannot do for them. These applying ministers 
cannot, in most instances, make the journey on an uncertainty. 


Full descriptions of possibly open fields indicate in many 
cases a too great discrepancy between the amount of work to 
be done and the support assured. In the families of thirty-four 
of our Home Missionary pastors are 121 individuals, the num- 
ber ranging from two to eight. The average salary is $668. 
Ten of these ministers have to maintain a horse and conveyance 
for the work, besides investing in the same. Fifteen of these 
pastors pay house rent averaging $186 per year. In addition the 
many expenses of the household must be met and a cheerful 
face and hopeful heart must be maintained. In these days of 
“high finance” let not these surpassing achievements be over- 
looked. 


Shall ministers who have borne in our midst the heat and 
burden of the day have the first opportunity to be heard on the 
more attractive fields as pastoral changes impend? We decidedly 
think so. 


When pastoral relations require to be severed, the advan- 
tage is manifestly with the Church. An entire membership can- 
not sell out their homes so as to move away from the minister. 
He and his family must take the burden of departure. Yet let 
this issue be required as seldom as possible. When it must 
occur let the doors that should open on their hinges as easily 
as possible. 


At a special meeting of the San Bernardino Association, 
held in that city on June 26, 1905, the following plan for sys- 
temizing and increasing the benevolent contributions of our 
Churches was unanimously adopted. The Committee presenting 
the same had been previously appointed for this work. It is 
earnestly commended to the careful study of pastors and church 
officials : 

THE PLAN. 

In its lowest terms the plan is this: The creation by each 
local Church of (1) a Central Committee on Benevolences, to be 
composed of both men and women, and (2) a Treasurer of Ben- 
evolences. In detail the plan is as follows: 
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1—The Central Committee has as its duty: 


(a) To receive all applications for contributions by the Church 
to various forms of benevolent and missionary work, and to 
recommend to the Church such as it deems worthy and en- 
titled to support. 


(b) To present to the Church annually a “budget for benevo- 
lences,” stating the amount which the Central Committee 
recommends, the Church to raise for the several objects dur- 
ing the year, e. g., for Foreign Missions, $500; for Home 
Missions, $400; for the A. M. A., $100, etc. 


2.—The Church would then— 


(a) Either adopt or amend the report, and thus place a definite 
aim before it for the year. 


(b) Raise the sum aimed at in the following manner: 


(1) By having each of the Societies within the Church, 
1. e., the Sunday School, the Woman’s Union, the En- 
deavor Society, etc., pledge a given amount which each 
will give toward making up the total aimed at for the 
Church benevolence for the year. 


' (2) The balance remaining unprovided for, after these 
pledges have been made, to be raised from the Church 
at large by the means best adapted to the local Church, 
but preferably by some way involving a definite, sys- 
tematic pledge. 


3—The various Societies mentioned above would then raise the 
money they had pledged in their own way, and pay the same 
over to the Treasurer of Benevolences. 


4—The duties of this Treasurer of Benevolences would then be: 
(a) To keep an account of all money received ‘by him for 
benevolences ; 
(b) Disburse, at regular intervals, such money to the benevo- 
lent objects adopted by the Church, and keep a record of 
such disbursements. 


NOTES ON THE PLAN, 

1. How will this affect the relation of the local Woman’s 
Societies to the Woman’s Boards? The idea is for the church 
to pledge to the Woman’s Boards of Home and Foreign Mis- 
sions, as a part of its “budget for benevolences,’ such a sum 
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as those boards would normally expect to receive from the local 
Woman’s Union, thus in no way curtailing the income of the 
Woman’s Boards. 

But in this connection Churches should remember that money 
sent to the Southern California Woman’s Home Missionary 
Union does not all go to the C. H. M. S., but that it is distrib- 
uted as follows: C. H. M. S., $1800; A. M. A., $500; S. S. 
and P. S., $50; C. E. S., $200; C. B. S., $100; Bethlehem Church, 
$280; and Spanish work, $250. Money sent to the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Union should, therefore, be credited by the 
Church Treasurer, not as a gift to the C. H. M. S. alone, but as 
a gift to the various objects mentioned above, and in the propor- 
tionate amounts indicated above. Or else the Church may spec- 
ify, in sending money to the Woman’s Home Missionary Union, 
to what particular object or objects it is to be applied. This 
latter method will doubtless be found easier and simpler. 


Mrs. Williams, President of the Southern Branch W. B. 
M. P., and Mrs. Robertson, President of the Southern California 
W. H. M. U., were present at the Association meeting, and both 
spoke and voted for the plan. 


2. What does the plan aim to do? 


(a) To make the whole Church a Missionary Society. Mis- 
sionary interest and responsibility characterize the Woman’s 
Union and the Endeavor Society, but too often fail to touch 
members of the congregation not members of these organizations. 
By giving the Church, as a Church, a definite missionary aim, 
the plan seeks to make every member feel interested in Missions. 
Such a common aim will also be a force to strengthen the fel- 
lowship of the Church and command the loyalty of its members. 


_ (b) To increase the sum total of our benevolences. The 
Churches are not giving as much per member as they were twenty 
years ago. A definite sum as a goal for the year will command 
larger and more systematic giving. 

(c) To concentrate the benevolent contributions of our 
churches upon our own denominational enterprises—our own 
children, whom no one will support unless we do. The Central 
Committee would see that each of our six National Societies 
received an appropriate contribution, 


(d) To relieve the present Home Missionary crisis in South- 
ern California. The Committee was originally appointed to meet 
this need alone. In order to carry on our Home Missionary 
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work on its present basis, our Home Missionary Society should 
receive $1.00 per resident member, and by special vote of the 
Association the Churches are urged to make that sum the basis 
of their appropriation to the Home Missionary Society, and to 
begin with this present year. 


3. It is desirable that an earnest effort be made to put the 
plan in operation in each Church as soon as possible, and that 
the Churches be ready to report on its practical working, and 
suggest any improvements, at the meeting of the Association next 
Spring. Place will be given on the program for such reports.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL MINISTERS’ RELIEF 
. ASSOCIATION OF SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA 


Presented September 27, 1905. 


To the Congregational Ministers’ Relief Association of Southern 

California: 

Your Directors respectfully report for the year now closing 
as follows: 

The Directors appointed by you at the last annual meeting— 
Rev. W. A. Lamb, Rev. N. T. Edwards, Messrs. A. I. Gammon, 
H. W. Harrison and Rev. Thos. Hendry—have all served. Meet- 
ings have been held from time to time in Los Angeles as business 
has required. The resolution adopted at the last annual meeting, 
in substance as follows: “Each Church in the Association shall 
make an offering for this fund during the year and each minister 
shall be asked to pay one-half of one per cent of his salary 
into its treasury’”—this resolution we have endeavored to have 
carried out, but have met with only partial success. Some have 
been prompt and business-like in answering the Secretary’s cor- 
respondence; many have paid little attention to it. Twenty-two 
Churches have taken offerings amounting to $341.75, and thirty 
ministers have sent in the required one-half of one per cent of 
their salaries, amounting to $151.00. Notwithstanding the lack 
of response of many, we think this mode of collection is the best 
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yet adopted, and when all carry out not only the Cspiniien mor 
the resolution but the “cash” also, there will be a goodly sum 
in our treasury. 

Applications for assistance have been received from five 
parties; a loan of $75.00, a loan of $50.00, both of which have 
been repaid; two gifts of $25.00 each for temporary relief, and 
a loan of $100 now pending. Four applications for aid from 
the National received endorsement. 

We have the pleasure to announce that, through the bequest 
of the late Mrs. Ford—and we might add Mr. Ford—a cottage 
in Claremont valued at about $1400 to $1500 has come into the 
hands of the Society, and rents from the same have been handed 
in to the amount of $70.00; but we have also to announce that 
the “will” has been contested by the heirs of the estate. The 
interests of the Ministerial Association are cared for by E. F. 
Hahn of Pasadena, who hopes for a favorable verdict. 


We commenced the year with a credit balance of $500; we 
close it with $850 to the good. The expenses of administration 
have been $8.75. ;

REPORT OF THE TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE 
September 27, 1905. : 


So general has been the newspaper comment upon the prog- 
ress of the temperance reform in Southern California during 
the past year that it would seem quite unnecessary at this time 
to make more than'a very general statement of the situation. 


As Congregational Churches we have engaged in no special 
work along this line. However, we have on our part the work 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and Anti-Saloon 
League, and in the general work of temperance suasion, such as 
is being carried on by Francis Murphy and other temperance 
workers engaged along similar lines. 


Today the situation in Southern California may be sum- 
marized.as follows: Three of the counties have county pro- 
hibition—Riverside, Ventura and Orange Counties. San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Santa Barbara, Los Angeles and San Luis Obis- 
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po Counties—five in number—have local option ordinances, under 
the provisions of which the voters in the respective precinct 
communities have the privilege either by vote or protest of de- 
termining whether or not a legalized saloon shall be located in 
their midst. Kern County alone of the nine southern counties 
has no provision whereby the people of the county or various 
communities have any organized right to oppose the location 
of a saloon in their midst. 


Of the many events occurring during the, past year: which 
are of interest to those interested in temperance work, and which 
indicates the rapid progress and advancement in Southern Cali- 
fornia, in the movement to abolish the saloon, two may. be re- 
ferred to as being of peculiar significance—the election of Geo. 
Alexander to a second term as Supervisor of Los Angeles 
County, and the fight upon the saloon question had last June 
in the city of Los Angeles. * * * 


The political significance of Mr. Alexander’s election is of 
great importance. Rarely has an independent candidate for a 
county or State office in Southern California been successful. 
Never in the history of Southern California politics has a man, 
defeated for nomination in either of the controlling party con- 
ventions, had the courage to stand as an independent candidate 
and be successful. In Mr. Alexander’s case it was a clearly 
drawn isstie upon the liquor question. 


The distinction of being the only city of its size in the 
United States to secure a public vote on the saloon question 
belongs to the city of Los Angeles, and events leading up to.this 
vote and the history of the effort and the result you are familiar 
with. While the saloon succeeded in retaining a continued | ease 
on life in Los Angeles, the result is in no sense to be construed 
as a disaster to the temperance work. Christian people in Los 
Angeles know that it is possible to get together and what can 
be done in organization. The mistakes made in the last con- 
test will not be repeated. Those familiar with the situation in 
this metropolis feel confident that in another year or two a 
properly organized effort to abolish the saloon will be successful. 


It is well to keep in mind that the liquor question is both a 
moral and a political problem. We are concerned not only with 
doing our utmost to prevent the growth of the liquor habit, but 
also to remove the temptation from those who find it difficult 
to restrain themselves. The solution of the political problem

lies principally in the enforcement of the law after it has once 
been secured. 

The entire outlook for the suppression of saloon traffic in 
Southern California is most encouraging. Whenever the Chris- 
tian people in this locality can agree upon methods of operations, 
the liquor business is done for. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FORM FOR 
ADMISSION OF MEMBERS 


Minister: Dear friends, you present yourselves before God 
and His people to enter into the fellowship of this Church. You 
publicly confess your faith in Christ as the Son of the living 
God, and as the Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the 
world. You trust Him and will seek to grow in reverence and 
love for Him whom you thus acknowledge as your Master and 
Redeemer. Repenting of your sins and trusting in the suff- 
ciency of His grace, do you purpose in humble obedience to 
follow Him? 


Response: I do. 


Those previously baptized shall be addressed as follows: 


Minister: Do you, who were baptized in childhood, accept 
for yourselves that seal of consecration to which the faith of 
your parents brought you? 


Response: I do. 


Baptism may then be administered to such as have not pre- 
viously been baptized. 

Minister (addressing those to be received from other 
Churches): Dear friends, who have already entered into cove- 
nant with God’s people, do you now publicly renew that solemn 
and glad engagement? — 

Response: I do. 


Minister: You do now unite yourselves with this Church. 
You take it as your Church home, and its members as your fel- 
low workers in the family of faith. Do you promise to seek 
through it your own growth in grace and knowledge, and to 
bring to it such aid and comfort as you have means to render? 
Do you purpose as far as possible to faithfully observe its sacra- 
ments, attend its meetings, uphold its benevolences, share its. 
burdens, love its members, and seek its unity, purity and increase? 

Response: I do. 
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Minister (members of the Church shall rise): We, then, 
the members of this Church, do affectionately welcome you into 
this household of faith. We pledge to you our sympathy, our 
help, and our prayers, that you may evermore increase in the 
knowledge and love of God. We trust that by His grace we 
may all walk worthy of the calling wherewith we were called, 
with all lowliness and meekness, with long-suffering, forbear- 
ing one another in love, giving diligence to keep the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace. 


Here the Minister may give to each the hand of fellowship. 


SYSTEMATIC BENEVOLENCES 


Your Committee on Systematic Benevolences is convinced 
that the time has come to systematize the whole of our Church 
fbeneficence. On this depends much of the success of the for- 
ward movement of both the Home and Foreign Missionary work. 


During the year hopeful progress has been made in creating 
a united and concentrated spirit of denominational beneficence. 
The local Associations have been giving the cause careful con- 
sideration. This is especially true of the Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino Association meetings. At the meeting of the latter 
in Highland the topic occupied a prominent place. A stimulating 
paper was presented which excited an able discussion, ending in 
the appointment of a committee, which has produced definite 
results. 


The committee drew up a plan of systematizing the benevo- 
lences of each. Church and. called a«special-meeting’ of ‘the whole 
Association. The plan was adopted, printed and placed in the 
hands of the pastors of the Churches of the San Bernardino 
Association. We wish to include a copy of that circular with 
this brief report as a sign of a hopeful movement. (See Supt. 
Maile’s report.) 


We commend the Pacific Coast Calendar, already in circu- 
lation, as a means to forward this vital department of the 
Church’s life. 


We likewise recommend “Congregational Work” as an ex- 
cellent aid to the promotion of intelligent and systematic giving. 
This paper is published ten months in the year in support of 
our benevolent societies. It is worth many times the annual 
subscription price of ten cents. Christian literature leads to 
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knowledge; knowledge begets interest, and interest consecrates 
gifts to Christ. 


We commend the plan of a dollar.per resident member as 
the minimum aim of our Churches toward Home Missions. Im- 
migration, as well as emigration, is bound to make large de- 
mands upon our benevolences, especially in our larger cities 
and newer hamlets. 


REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


We feel persuaded that our interest in Sunday School work 
is not to be measured by the time allotted it on the program— 
two minutes and a half to consider the spiritual welfare of more 
than 5,000 children and young people committed to the care of 
our Congregational Churches in Southern California. 


It is a source of pleasure to your Committee to be able to 
report progress. The year just closed has been one of steady, 
if not large, growth, in numbers and power. There are several 
signs of an awakened interest in Sunday School work. The 
child is fast coming to his own, and the time is not far distant 
when he will occupy in religious life and thought the very place 
the Master designed he should have, viz.: in the nudst. 


As evidence of this we may cite, among other things, the 
increasing tendency to observe special days, such as Rally Day, 
Decision Day, Children’s Day, the Cradle Roll Day, not to men- 
tion others, all of which have their value and significance in the 
training of children. 


We desire to bear testimony to the faithfulness and eff- 
ciency of our Superintendent. He has been diligent in season 
and out of season, and has given himself without stint to the 
advancement of this work, so dear to his heart, and in which 
so large a portion of his life has been spent. 


There are three things we especially desire to emphasize 
in this brief report: 


First, that we magnify more and more the importance of 
the Sunday School as an evangelistic force. Just now the Sun- 
day School as a religious institution is under fire. Its methods 
are criticised and its educational value is challenged. What 
grounds there are for such criticism is not for us to decide. 
But even if they are true, the fact yet remains that the Sunday 
School is the best instrument we have for evangelizing the 
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young; it is the most direct agency we have for personal relig- 
ious impression. Today this is the distinctive function of the 
Sunday School, and if it fails here, it fails in the very purpose 
for which it exists. 


Second, that we make a larger use of the Sunday School as 
a missionary agency. The men and women of the future, upon 
whom the responsibility of carrying on the Kingdom of God 
in the world will soon devolve, are now in training in our 
Sunday Schools. Certain it is that if the needs of our Boards, 
with their continually expanding work, are to be met, it can 
only be done by cultivating in our children an interest in mis- 
sions and by training them to give. The child has a right to 
be instructed in the modern movements of the Kingdom of God 
among men, and it is his privilege to contribute his mite into the 
treasury. We therefore earnestly recommend that a regular 
presentation of the claims and needs of our Missionary Boards 
be made one of the standing features of our Sunday School work. 


Third, there seems to be a growing feeling among the minis- 
terial brethren of this Association that the time has come when 
the Congregational hosts of Southern California should have a 
summer assembly similar in scope and character to those held 
by other Churches. ‘ 


Therefore we recommend that this Association appoint a 
committee of three whose duty it shall be to inquire as to time, 
place, finances, plan, etc., for such an assembly, the same to 
report at the next annual meeting. 


Other committees reporting in brief were the Comity, Sab- 
bath Observance, Evangelistic, and Calendar Committees. 


POMONA COLLEGE 


After the extended report of the ‘college given in detail in 
the last year’s minutes of the Association, it is only necessary to 
add this year a few general notes, to bring the report down to 
date. 

The college has never entered on a new year more hopefully, 
or with a better feeling among the students. Not only is their 
number increased, but the prevailing spirit is more earnest and 
more strongly Christian than for several years past. The gain 
in numbers is in the place where it is desired most, in the college 
classes. They number 212 as against 182 at the same time last 
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A, 
year. The total enrollment, outside of the music and arts depart- 
ments, is 355. The faculty also has been strengthened, but the 
coming year must see a larger percentage of additions to its 
number, in the creation of new departments, if we are to keep 
pace with the urgent demands for a larger teaching force. 


As regards finance, both the income and outgo last year were 
larger than anticipated, being nearer $50,000 than $40,000; but 
the relation between receipts and expenses was not far from that 
estimated. There will probably be a small deficit this year as 
last—enough to maintain the growing-pains that are inseparable 
from so rapid a development of the institution. The $40,000 
of new endowment needed for the new library is not yet wholly 
in hand, but it is confidently expected that the new year will 
see the entire amount subscribed. There is the most pressing 
need for securing an immediate and large increase in our en- 
dowment, and President Gates is now in the East in the hope of 
gaining some help to this end. 


The new church building, for college and community, is 
in process of erection, and should be ready for occupancy about 
February ist. It is proving to be artistic and pleasing in design, 
as well as convenient and commodious in interior arrangement, 
and is likely to be rather exceptionally complete for the sum 
invested in it—about $20,000. 


REV. ORAN E H. Spoor. 
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IN MEMORY 


REV. ORANGE H. SPOOR. 


Rev. O. H. Spoor was born at Georgetown, Vermont, July: 
4, 1831. He worked ona farm until he was 18, getting in the 
meantime such education as country schools afforded. After- 
wards he taught school and attended various academies, and after 
several years entered Oberlin, and graduated from the theological 
department in 1862. 


His pastorates for the next twenty-five years were in Michi- 
gan, serving successively in Vermontville, Traverse City, Dowa- 
giac and Charlotte. He was prominent in educational work, 
acting for many years as inspector of schools. He was also 
greatly in demand for many years to assist in evangelistic ser- 
vices in various parts of the state. 


Owing to failing health he removed with his family in 1886. 
to Redlands, California. Here for several years he enjoyed 
a moderate degree of health, and in 1890 assumed the pastoral 
charge of the Lugonia Terrace Church in Redlands, and served 
this church for eight years, when he resigned, and the church 
disbanding, he came with his flock into the First Congregational 
Church, of which he continued a member until his death, which 
occurred July 14, 1905. Mr. Spoor was a man of beautiful spirit, 
and a man who never lost.his interest in public affairs. For 
three years previous to his last sickness he was chairman of 
the High School Committee. 


He leaves a wife, two sons and a daughter. 


REVS eIAHICASH: 


Rev. Elijah Cash passed to his reward December 6, 1904, 
at the home of his father, in Prince Albert, Ontario, Canada, 
at the age of 64 years. The last 20 years of his life were spent 
in Southern California; his first pastorate here was with the 
church at Westminster, and he was the first pastor to serve the 
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churches at Long Beach and Pico Heights, doing volunteer 
work; later he organized and became pastor of the churches at 
Eagle. Rock, West End, Los Angeles, and Sherman; being 
pastor emeritus of the latter at the time of his death; he also 
held pastorates in Michigan, Indiana and Minnesota earlier in 
his ministerial life. In 1861 Mr, Cash was married to Miss 
Emma Holt, who so worthily aided him in all his pastoral duties 
and who survives him; he was a faithful servant of Jesus Christ, 
“rightly dividing the word of truth,’ seeking ever to plant and 
foster churches of God in needy communities; ready of service, 
even when prospects of remuneration were very slight, he went 
forward believing the Lord would provide; his private life was 
beautiful, with a strong sense of justice and righteousness, he 
was yet kindly and sympathetic toward all; but no cause received 
the help of his voice and pen which was not for the blessing and 
help of mankind. In his home he was ever loving and tender 
to wife and daughter, who knew and honored qualities which 
the world: rarely saw. Brother Cash loved his brethren in the 
ministry; they were co-workers with him in the great work of 
building up Christ’s Kingdom on earth. Congregational inter- 
ests were very dear to his heart. He gave unstintingly his time 
and labors for all our societies; the Ministers’ Relief Association, 
of which he was a director for years, received from him special 
attention, and many days of service. “Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord, from henceforth: yea, saith the Spirit, 
that they may rest from their labors; and their works do follow 
them.” 


HENRY METCALF DANIELS. 


Henry Metcalf Daniels was born in Franklin, Mass., 
May 16th, 1824. His early religious training left its deep impress 
upon his character through his long life of ministerial service. 

After an academic and collegiate course, he was graduated 
in 1861 from the Theological Seminary of Chicago, and was 
ordained a minister in the Congregational Church, at the age of 
thirty-one years. 


His early ministry was in the First Congregational Church 
of Winnebago, Ill, with which church he was connected fourteen 
years, and from which he was commissioned as a home mission- 
ary to the State of Texas. At Dallas, Tex., he founded the 
First Congregational Church of that place in 1877. Remaining 
with his church at Dallas four and a half years, he so endeared

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himself to the people, that they still keep, hanging on the wall of 
the church, an enlarged portrait of their first pastor. 


After his pastorate in Dallas, he labored for three years in 
Lebanon, Missouri, after which he came to California, arriving 
in San Diego, February 18th, 1883. Stopping only for a short 
time in San Diego, he reached De Luz in March, where he made 
his home till his release from earthly labor. 

He organized and was pastor of three churches in San Diego 
county, Oceanside, Carlsbad and De Luz. 


In 1844 he was married to Miss Susan Nye, who died in 1873. 
Three children were born to them, two of whom died in infancy. 
The other child, a daughter, is now Mrs. Susan Mariner of La 
Crosse, Wis. 

In 1874, he married Mrs. Frances B. Nye. They had one 
son, who died in infancy. 

His home was the dearest spot on earth to him. His genial 
spirit and lovable disposition seemed to permeate everything 
around him. The very atmosphere in which he moved seemed 
to echo his goodness of heart, and no one enjoyed his hospitality 
without feeling its influence for good. 

A devout Christian, he was faithful to his convictions, and 
true to his professions. A patriotic citizen, he never shirked 
a civil or political duty. An ideal neighbor, he always bore his 
part in the advancement of society. A devoted husband and 
father, he made his family circle an earthly paradise. 


His passing was unexpected and very sudden. On Monday 
morning, September 25th, 1905, at 8 o’clock he seemed as well 
as usual, and even more sprightly; while walking in his yard he 
fell unconscious, and remained so to the last, only one brief 
half-hour from the time the stroke came till his spirit had left 
the mortal and put on immortality. 


A funeral service was conducted at his home, by the Rev. 
Henry Camp. 


He leaves a wife and daughter. 


REV. EVERETT A. POWELL. 


Everett A. Powell was born in North Carolina, August 13, 
1856, and passed to his long home from his residence in River- 
side, August 4, 1905. His death was due to acute inflammation 
of the brain and was very sudden. 
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Brother Powell entered the ministry of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Minnesota in 1884, and occupied different fields 
of labor until 1892, when he became pastor of the Congregational 
Church at Correctionville, Iowa. He served that church for two 
years, and was then called to the Congregational Church at 
Madison, Minn. He resigned the pastorate of the Madison 
church at the end of two years to engage in the work of “The 
Children’s Home-Finding Society of Missouri.” This work was 
very congenial to him, and he threw himself with all his heart 
and strength into it. Six successful years were spent in Missouri, 
and then he accepted the invitation of Rev. O. V. Rice, Super- 
intendent of “The Children’s Home Society” in Southern Cali- 
fornia, to represent that society in Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties. He came to Riverside in 1902 and made it his head- 
quarters. 


Brother Powell loved little children, and it was a joy to 
him to labor for their welfare. He was indefatigable in toil and 
watchful of every opportunity to find children in need of the 
society’s care, and to place such children in suitable homes. 


He was married in 1886 to Agnethe Skyberg of Grand Mea- 
dow, Minn. They had five children of whom two died in 
infancy, Mrs. Powell and her three surviving children will 
continue to make their home in Riverside.

A tender tribute to the memory 
of Mrs. James T. Ford, our “Missionary Mother,’ who organized 
the Union, was prepared by Mrs. E. Cash, the first President, 
and read by Mrs. L. H. Frary. The program throughout was 
full of interest, giving bright reports of work accomplished dur- 
ing the past year, and good suggestions for the year to come. 
Our Union is represented in 47 churches and has contributing 
organizations, other than the regular women’s societies, sufficient 
to make our complete list of auxiliaries number 85. We greet 
most cordially one new society, and are glad to welcome back 
to our fellowship three societies which for a time had dropped 
from our list. 


Our aim for the current year is $3500. When we know that 
twenty different fields in Southern California, not now receiving 
aid, are looking for assistance to the Congregational Home Mis- 
sionary Society, we realize that our aim is not too high. Through 
the kind remembrance of one who has been for many years 
deeply interested in all our home missionary work—the late Mrs. 
A. A. Mayhew of Saticoy—we are in receipt of a legacy of $500.
